Protecting culture: why it matters

why the maintenance of our own 
cultural products is a struggle we 
must not lose and why it would be 
in the interest of the United States 
to listen to the voices of the world’s 
diverse cultures instead of exclud- 
ing them from their television 
systems. 

Many Americans in the business 
of film and television simply don’t 
understand why Australia and oth- 
er countries go on about the issue 
of culture in the way we do. They 
see our stroppiness as anti-Ameri- 
can, an unwarranted attack. After 
all, it’s only entertainment we are 
talking about and the U.S. does it 


much better than the rest of us — | 


the world box office figures attest 
to that. And if it’s a good story, 


what's it matter who tells it. é 
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The situations in different coun- 
tries are extreme. In Pakistan, 
around 20 per cent of children have 
never seen television in their lives, 
and about 60 per cent do not own 
a television or have easy access to 
television. 

In the US and the West general- 
ly, 97 per cent of homes have 
television even if they don’t have 
bathrooms. 

There are varied protests about 
US cultural products around the 
world, Consumer groups in Malay- 
sia, for example, are protesting 
about Barbie dolls — the long-leg- 
ged anorexic icon that bears no 
resemblance to their own children 
and that they say will have negative 
effects on the personalities of 


young Malaysian children who de- 
sire to own a Barbie. -

I grew up in a world where I 
never saw, nor could | imagine, an 
Australian film. 

While we lived in Australia we 
were caught up in the American 
dream. Our heroes were American, 
they spoke with American accents 
and we aspired to be like them. It 
wasn't just a cultural cringe, it was 
a cultural collapse 

The denial of a culture leads to a 
real assault upon your sense of self. 
Australia had no confidence about 
its own image, its own role in the 
world. If you were upper class you 
went (0 a private school and you 
embraced everything British, as 
part of the rank and file, America 
was more to Our taste. If either 
country announced a war Australia 
was the first to go — to the slaugh- 
ter at Gallipoli and “All the way 
with LBJ” to Vietnam. 

We were colonised without a sin- 
gle shot being fired more willingly 
than most countries 

In my late 20s, married with chil- 
dren, | was fortunate to come to 
the US to study film and television 
at Stanford University in California. 
This was the middle °60s. They 
were heady days. Days of passion 
and commitment. Days of reconcil- 
iation and hope. People cared, they 
hugged trees. They forsook materi- 
al goods and they protested about 
the war and civil rights. Sidney 
Poitier had come to dinner and | 
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made my little movies 

But then Martin Luther King got 
shot. Robert Kennedy got shot. The 
days became days of trauma. Anger 
set in where hope had been. As a 
family we drove into Chicago dur- 
ing the week the 
surrounding the Democratic Con- 
vention where my husband was to 
take up a job at the University of 
Chicago. | worked on a Ford Foun- 
dation Program which was funding 
teams of teachers to work together 
in inner city Chicago schools. | was

In our three years of living in the 
US at that time what the experience 
taught my husband and | was a 
belief that as individuals we could 
make a difference.

By the time of our return to Aus- 
1970. My daughters

the power of mass culture, the 
importance of self-esteem, and the 
damage that had been done to 
Australia and Australians by our 
cultural cringe. 

I became part of a burgeoning 
Australian film industry. In the ear- 
ly “70s those involved at that stage 
could have held their meetings in a 
telephone box, but we began to 
work in different ways to achieve 
the industry we have today 

At first the audience laughed 
when we heard our own voices on 
television. An Australian accent 
reading the news? Whatever would 
they think of next? An Australian 
police series? Australian nostalgia? 
Australian feature films? We had no 
stories to tell. What was interesting 
about Australia?

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was read by a politician, a Minister 
who became interested in the con- 
cept of the Foundation. He 
promoted the idea to a joint com- 
mittee of Education Ministers. The 
Australian Children’s Television 
Foundation was established and I 
was invited to run it. Such things 
can happen in a small country of 
16 million people. The brief I was 
given was simple: to develop qual- 
ity programs for Australian 
children. We now sell into 93 coun- 
tries, and we have made 130 hours 
of drama which has won 48 nation- 
al and international awards. 

Australian children now see 
themselves as I never did and they 
like what they see. My first grand- 
child, now five months old, will 
not, I hope, grow up wanting to be 
Macaulay Culkin. Although a large 
number of Australian boys have as 
their hero Michael Jordan, the US 
basketball player, many aspire to be 
like Gary Ablett — an Aussie Rules 
footballer whom none of you have 
heard of. I consider that progress. 

But the odds stacked against us 
maintaining our indigenous culture 
are pretty overwhelming, especial- 
ly now that we are entering the age 
of global television and economic 
rationalism is the philosophy driv- 
ing many governments today. 

Australian governments have 
probably invested a billion dollars 
in the local industry. But after 25 
years of Government support 94 
out of every 100 film dollars go 
back to the USA. If you factor in 
film rentals from video stores, the 
figure is higher. 

The US controls an estimated 85 
per cent of the world’s trade in au- 
diovisual products, while foreign 
products — including English lan- 
guage film and television — take 
less than two per cent of television 
airtime. America is the biggest ex- 
porter and the smallest importer of 
programming 

The media conglomerates in 
America are mind-boggling in their 
size. Bill Gates and Rupert Murdo- 
ch are legends in their lifetime. 
Viacom is a $30 billion business and 
Nickelodeon is Viacom's most suc- 
cessful in-house brand. Viacom's 
objective is to build the business 
around the brand. As Sumner Red- 
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stone said, “Viacom's mission is to 
deliver our products, our brands, 
and our franchises to new audienc- 
es around the world.” 

Americans shrug off their domi- 
nance in the media business in the 
sure knowledge that the world 
loves their cultural products. 


Changes in America 


But some of us in the business 
in Australia look at America with 
mixed feelings now. Personally, in 
the past I experienced the best 
America had to offer — but as a 
regular visitor to the US with long- 
term friends and with business 
interests 1 have seen America 
change and I have seen Australia 
change. 

America has less and less to teach 
us. 12-year-olds have babies in 
America, 15-year-olds kill each oth- 
er, 17-year-olds have AIDS and 
18-year-olds get diplomas they can’t 
read. And America does not appear 
to be finding solutions to deal with 
these problems. 

They occur elsewhere in the 
world but America is a,developed 
country, “the land of the free, the 
home of the brave” and the origi- 
nator of the Western world’s 
dreams. 

Americans have the highest per- 
centage of their population in 
prison of any country in the world 
— with the possible exception of 
China. America as the melting pot 
is now failing tragically with social 
problems that so far we in Austral- 
ia have managed to avoid 

As a multicultural society we are 
doing better. There is no manic 
religiosity driving our public poli- 
cy. We profess religious beliefs, but 
we don’t take them seriously We 
don’t have hate radio. We do not 
have capital punishment We got 
rid of it 25 years ago. 

So what does this have to do with 
film and television? Everything. 

As Phillip Adams, an Australian 
writer and commentator said at the 
World Summit, “The messages that 
are being pumped into our coun- 
try from the USA are messages that 
come out of a society that’s in cri- 
sis. They are messages of deep 
aggression and malaise. Our socie- 
ty doesn’t have the problems. Yet 
we are embracing the American 
answers. We have American drug 
laws in Australia. We've been exam- 
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ining ‘three strikes and you're out’ 
legistlation. We were the first to. 
rush off to the Middle East to the 
American war. As a result of our 
absorption of US culture our shorts 
have gone baggy, we wear baseball 
caps back to front, we ‘give five.’ 
The fact is, when you accept the 
iconography you accept the politics 
that go with it.” Bob Dole is cer- 
tainly having a political bet each 
way when he condemns offensive 
music lyrics and media violence on 
the one hand and wants to repeal 
the assault weapons ban on the 
other, but he draws attention to an 
important issue. 

Oliver Stone may not be respon- 
sible for America’s disintegrating 
society, but he is responsible for 
Natural Born Killers. 


Long, hard look 


In this centenary of the invention 
of film and the celebration of the 
whole enterprise as progress, we 
need to take a long, hard look at 
what film has done for us and 
whether our movies aren't now 
contributing to a mounting feeling 
of futility. 

The immense and exuberant cre- 
ativity of America which is now 
joined with its power communica- 
tion technologies is blowing us all 
out of the water. The global village 
McLuhan spoke of is called Los 
Angeles and the global cultural 
network extends from there. 

This globalisation of culture orig- 
inating predominantly from one 
source does damage to us all — it 
destroys our indigenous cultures, 
but I believe it also harms the US 
because in their time of need, they 
have no other cultures to learn 
from. Americans have to fall back 
on their own resources, their own 
messages, their own images. They 
have no alternate dreams. No oth- 
er models. They don’t understand 
the rest of the world and it does 
not occur to them to look else- 
where for solutions to their 
problems. 

The United States has always 
extolled the rights of the individu- 
al. But the Bill of Rights, while it 
protects free speech, makes it clear 
in Article 9 that “no rights should 
be construed to deny or disparage 
others retained by the people.” We 
do not hear so much about this 
Article. Michael Fuchs, the Chair- 
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man of the Time Warner Music 
Group, defends the music lyrics 
under attack by Bob Dole and oth- 
ers as “the price you pay for 
freedom of expression.” 

The exaltation of the rights of the 
individual over the common social 
good has led to the frightening sit- 
uation where USA-Today CNN 
pollsters found that even after the 
Oklahoma City atrocity, 39 per cent 
of Americans said they believed 
“the federal government has be- 
come so large and powerful. that it 
poses an immediate threat to the 
rights and freedoms of ordinary 
citizens.” A staggering 19 per cent 
said citizens should be allowed to 
arm and organise themselves to 
resist the powers of Washington 
(The Australian, Apr. 29-30, 1995). 
This is surely rugged individualism 
gone mad. But the process of heal- 
ing, as described in article on evil 
in the New York Times Magazine 
early this month (“Staring Into the 
Heart of Darkness,” Jun. 4, 1995) 
by Ron Rosenbaum, is also fright- 
ening. The Governor’s wife Cathy 
Keating, Rosenbaum writes, “pro- 
claimed that the murderous 
explosion was really about the de- 
feat of evil. This revelation came to 
her at a prayer service for the vic- 
tims...” At the end of the service the 
participants broke into a heartfelt 
chorus of the Rogers and Hammer- 
stein show tune, “You're doing fine 
Oklahoma, Oklahoma OK!” Every- 
thing is not OK. 


Global economics 


Alongside this philosophy of in- 
dividual rights and self-interest, we 
now have an economic philosophy 
underpinning global economics with 
essentially the same objectives. Only 
the strong deserve to survive; mar- 
ket forces will and should prevail. 

Margaret Thatcher once de- 
clared, “There is no such thing as 
society.” If we believe that, then no 
one need worry about the unem- 
ployed, we need only worry about 
ourselves. And that is the message 
of much American cinema today, 
from Rambo to Natural Born Kill- 
ers, these entertaining cinematic 
messages reinforce the same philo- 
sophic and economic values. 

The most innovative and original 
of the famous economists never did 
a course in economics. From Adam 
Smith, John Stuart Mill to Keynes, 
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Galbraith and Arrow. Not one of 
these great classical economists 
ever considered the possibility that 
the market should operate outside 
a social framework. 

But today in Western societies 
economists are selling a dogma tha: 
the State serves negative ends and — 
Privatisation is the positive goal. _ 

Recently in Canada the Laidlaw | 
Foundation commissioned a publi 
cation on The Missing Child in 
Liberal Theory written by John | 
O'Neill. ‘9 

O'Neill argues, “the State is noi 
an alien force in our lives. Rather — 
(it) is merely our own will to achieve 
together what we have no chance o/ 
accomplishing on our own.” fi 

He warns that if we pursue the © 
ethic of individualism and econom 
ic rationalism “we will not be lef: | 
with a leaner society hungry fo: 
global competition. We will be lef 
with a meaner society.” When the 
social glue dissolves, he argues 
children will be the greatest losers 

Submission to market-generated 
values, perspectives, and impera 
tives undermines a _ nation's 
commitment to families and limits 
the ability of a society to care for 
its children and to provide a sus 
taining cultural life. 

It appears with these comments 
that I am a prophet of the apoca 
lypse. Not so. 

Every extreme reaction, in time 
provokes a counter reaction. John 
Nesbitt, author of Megatrends 2000 
and The Global Paradox, points 
out that alongside the trend to glo- 
balism there is rising localism. The 
more homogeneous our lifestyles 
become, the more we treasure and 
cling to the uniqueness of our cul 
tural values and repudiate foreign 
values. 

The reaction in Australia against 
Nickelodeon Australia is part of this — 
response. Some argue that the new 
media will strengthen diversity 
With the growth of massive media 
conglomerates I think this unlikely 
unless we work hard to preserve 
our local: products. 


Cultural identity 


The US is the new colonial pow- 

er laying out its information 
superhighway, building an Empire 
larger than any that has preceded 
it. In the face of this technological 
Empire we owe it to ourselves and 
our children to preserve our local- 
ism. We must continue to invest in 
our own programs. Cultural identi- 
ty, cultural self-esteem underpins 
cultural trade. Whether it is the 
Miller tripod or Muriel’s Wedding. 
it must work at home first. 
» Those working in the industry 
living outside America should, ! 
believe, increase our cultural trade 
with one another. ee 

But I truly believe the US could 
benefit and learn much 
cultural voices inst 
driven to stamp its br 
chises on all of us.

Net provides high-tech soapbox for consumers 


N owhere else but on the Internet 
is the power of the individual 
so obvious 

It's basically a high-technology 
soapbox where a person can spout 
fact, opinion, hatred — or plead for 
positive action and provide valua- 
ble information

And it’s often this power that is 
overlooked in media reports that 
portray the Net as either the coolest 
technology in the world, or the 
most potentially dangerous, gov- 
ernment-toppling evil in the world. 

The Internet is potentially an in- 
credible tool for individuals and 
groups not rich enough to buy a 
lot of air time to get their message 
out. And those messages aren’t al- 
ways bad or threatening. 

They can make “the average Joe” 
a force to be reckoned with. 

Take the consumer. Remember 
the infamous flawed Pentium com- 
puter chip? The flaw was exposed 
on the Internet. Where it might 
have been a few people grumbling 
to Intel and being quickly hushed 
up, via the Internet it turned into 
a huge wave of outrage on the 
part of consumers who demand- 
ed action. Intel recalled the chip 
in late 1994 and lost about $500 
million. 

As Rick Broadhead and Jim Car- 
roll write in The Canadian Internet 
Advantage: “The Internet should 
scare the heck out of any corpora- 
tion, for it helps to tip the scale in 
favor of the consumer.” 

Look at the Saturn owner who 
published his “Saturn wish list” on 
the Internet discussion forum 
rec.autos.makers.saturn — he 
asked, among other things, that the 
company get rid of the “cheap gar- 
bage seats” on the cars or else 
“they've lost my family as custom- 
ers.” Pretty to the point, anyway. 

Smart organizations, Carroll and 
Broadhead conclude, will be wise 
to monitor discussions of their

General consumer activism might 
include that of the U.S. group IN- 
FACT who are against tobacco 
advertising aimed at youth. Their 
site  (<http;//sunsite-unc.edu 
boutell/infact/infact.html>) pro- 
motes the boycott of Philip Morris 
and RJR-Nabisco, both cigarette 
manufacturers. 

But there also exists on the Net 
a healthy element of political activ- 
ism. Amnesty International, the 
London-based human rights organ- 
ization, has its own World Wide 
Web site (<http://www.io.org/am- 
nesty/overview.html>) on which 
the group publishes its reports on 
human rights abuses in various 
countries. In the U.S., for example, 
the group published a report on 
death-row prisoners in Oklahoma 
being locked up under inhumane 
conditions. According to Amnesty 
International, the prisoners have 
no natural light or air and they're 
also kept in small cells 23 or 24 
hours a day. 


Human rights 


Then there's the Worldwide Ap- 
peal, which focuses on three 
countries each month and tells a 
story of human rights abuse from 
each. In June, the countries were 
Nigeria, Algeria and Turkey. 

In Nigeria, the presidential elec- 
tion winner, Bashorun Moshood 
K.O. Abiola has been jailed in what 
the group says are inhumane con- 
ditions. In Algeria. large numbers 
of prison inmates were killed un- 
der suspicious circumstances. In 
Turkey, a political activist disap- 
peared and his family is getting no 
answers from the government 
Amnesty International says its mem- 
bers will write letters to these 
governments, and urges you to do 
the same. The addresses of the re- 
sponsible authorities are published, 
as well 

The Manitoba Animal Rights Co- 
alition (<http:/Awww.umanitoba.ca/ 
arrs/marc/marc.html>) publishes 
sample protest letters and encour- 
ages users to copy and circulate 


them, while the Sierra Club, an 
enviromental group, sponsors an 
electronic mailing list. The list is 
used to distribute environmenta| 
action alerts to its members, and 
asks that they protest these actions 
In the Canadian Internet Advan 
tage, Broadhead and Carroll talk 
about the effect environmenta 
groups had on logging in B.C. v.. 
the Internet. MacMillan Bloed« 
and the B.C. forest industry su! 
fered “a public relations disaster 
mainly because they had a diffi 
cult time getting across their sic 
of the issue to the public, the, 
write. 

“MacMillan Bloedel and the B.c 
forest industry failed to understand 
that their opposition (the environ 
mental movement) knew how to 
use global communication net 
works such as the Internet to 
effectively distribute information 
and gain support for their cause 
While the forest company was 
speaking to the press and sending 
the B.C. premier on a high-pro- 
file visit to Europe to get some 
press coverage — methods that 
have a limited reach — the envi- | 
ronmental groups’ point of view 
was circulating worldwide. 

Despite the fact that the environ 
mental groups probably couldn't 
afford similar top-dollar publicity 
campaigns, their message went to 
the greatest number of ears. 

On the Net, it’s not who has the 
most money, it’s who can use the 
technology most effectively to spread 
the word. It’s about time. & 
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whole family out on the streets 
when deadbeat Dad doesn't show 
up to workfare? Mom's no better 
anyway. After all, she chose Dad. 
didn't she? And even though the 
kids must be carrying all their par- 
ent’s genetic defects, I'm sure we've 
got some nice white Christian fam- 
ilies who would just love to adopi 
them.

Hagen’s career is like an over- 
loaded charm bracelet. As well as 
being a female impersontor, he is 
also an actor, dancer, variety artist, 
composer, sound designer, and 
musical director. He’s worked in 
practically every theatre in Edmon- 
ton and has created. performed, 
and directed sound for 29 theatre 
productions since 1990.

Wom- 
en in Comedy, part of the Street 
Performers Festival, was created 
four years ago to make life a little 
easier for the women involved — 
even if it’s just for one night.

Anthony is committed to book- 
ing the night primarily with women 
already performing in the festival, 
but also wants to showcase promi- 
nent Edmontonian talent. Cathleen

Rootsaert finds the opportunity 
for women to create and perform 
material without having to meet 
with men’s approval as appealing 
“Men and women rarely commu- 
nicate in the same way. Men often 
don't see the humor in something 
that a woman finds hilarious.” 
Rootsaert gets annoyed by seeing 
groups like Kids in the Hall, who

Superman movies, classic com- 
ic book heroes have become hot 
properties for the silver screen, The 
trick is to reproduce on celluloid 
the physically illogical but visually 
stunning images that appear on 
paper — and to keep studio exec- 
utives from “improving” on the 
original. For the most part, Judge 
Dredd succeeds. 

The real Judge Dredd is a Brit sci- 
fi comic book series with a dark, 
satirical edge. Like in the movie, the 
world is plagued by environmental 
disasters. The population of the 
world — at least, 67 million of them 
— live in a vast metropolis called 
Mega-City One. 

Crime and violence is rampant, 
necessitating the establishment of 
the “judges,” an elite police force 
given the wherewithal to try, con- 
vict, and (if necessary) punish any 
criminals on the spot. With the 
uniforms and attitudes of Nazi SS 
officers, the judges in the comic 
series enforce the law with unre- 
lenting and dispassionate fury. 

The only thing that lets you know 
the judges are “good guys” is the 
fact that the “bad guys” are even 
worse. 

In both the movie and the com- 
ic, Dredd is the best of the best 
Almost invincible, with an iron 
mind, and hard-nosed, uh, nose, he 
enforces the law practically 24 
hours a day. No infraction is too 
minor to escape his notice. No law- 
breaker within his sight will escape 
unpunished. 

Now, the first third of the movie 
follows this vision almost spot-on; 
it has a vision of the future that 
really makes you believe it had a 
$70 million budget. The image is 
loud, claustrophobic,and wonder- 

fully dystopic. 

“Eat recycled food,” drones a 
travelling vending machine. “It’s 
good for the environment, and 
okay for you.” 

The opening is even read by 
James Earl Jones, one of today’s 
premier “cool voice” actors. 

And Dredd, played by Sylvester 
Stallone, is exactly the way readers 
of the comic series would imagine 
him.

U ntil Aug. 13, the Provincial Mu- 
seum is presenting Two Exbi- 
bitions Celebrating Hokkaido — 
Ainu Art and Life and Hokkaido 
Art: Myth to Modernism 

The show is a product of the 
cultural trade partnership. estab- 
lished between Alberta and Japan's 
northern Hokkaido territory in 
1980 and parallels between the two 
regions can be readily drawn after 
viewing the objects and images on 
display. 

The first half of the show is ded- 
icated to the aboriginal people of 
Hokkaido. The Ainu can be easily 
compared to the Inuit, since they 
share the same inhospitable climate 
and, much like Canada's aborigi- 
nals, have struggled? to maintain 
their own cultural identity. 

“Ainu Art and Life” contains items 
produced by the Ainu, such as 
tools, utensils and jewellery. The 
samples of clothing, including 
robes made from such diverse ma- 
terials as feathers and fish scales, 
are extremely beautiful and indicate 
the sensitivity-and skilled crafts- 
manship of the Ainu. 


Strong taboo 


However, since the Ainu have a 
strong taboo againstthe creation of 
images, one must rely on the Ainu- 
e genre paintings made by visiting 
Japanese artists and government 
officials in order to acquire a fuller 
understanding of Ainu life and cul- 
ture. 

These works made by non-Ainu 
artists served to teach southerners 
about the elusive Ainu of the north 
and continue to provide rare 
glimpses into Ainu rituals and daily 
life. They are rich and detailed and 
highly regarded for their accuracy. 

Many artists, such as Hirasawa 
Byozan, lived among the Ainu and 
became acquainted with their cul- 
ture. However, some of the images 
seem fantastic and slightly exagger- 
ated so that the Ainu appear 
mythical and wild. 


GALLERY BEA 


Located next to the Ainu exhibit 
is a collection of contemporary art 
from Hokkaido aptly titled “Myth to 
Modernism.” 

The work of various artists from 
Hokkaido is grouped according to 
themes such as ice and snow, 


boundlessness which strongly re- 
flect the climate and geography of 
the north, as well as revealing an 
awareness of Ainu folklore. 

For example, “Myth” by Shuzo 
Iwafune, illustrates elements from

Alfonso, who currently works as 
a graphic designer for Nettwerk

years, but his love of the form dates 
back to his high school days in 
Montreal when he saw a NFB doc- 
umentary on Leonard Cohen.

Since those days, Alfonso’s cli- 
ents for artwork and photography 
has developed somewhat. He's 
done album covers for Bif Naked 
Rymes with Orange, Pure, and Tom 
Cochrane, among others. 

But the one achievement thai 
really holds meaning for Alfonso is 
the fact that his “zine newsletter got 
put on the front counter at City 
Lights Bookstore in San Francisco 

“As far as I’m concerned, after 
hearing that, people can dis it all 
they want now, because it doesn't 
matter,” says a blissed-out Alfonso 

“For it to get on the front coun- 
ter, that means (store owner and 
beat poet Lawrence) Ferlinghetti 
himself must have walked by and 
said this is cool.”

And despite the 
hype you've been hearing on The Bear, 
there is nothing in the liner notes to 
support their claim that certain tracks 
were captured during their concert in 
Edmonton. That's more bullshit heaped 
on an unsuspecting public (Pay atten- 
tion! I'm doing this for your benefit!). 

And while we're on the subject of 
liner notes, in this day and age of digital 
recording, I’m baffled why David Gilmore 
& Co. chose to make P.U.L.S.E. an analog 
recording. As clean as the recording is, 
you bleating herds and ! can trade “if 
only’s” until the cow ranchers kick us 
off the grazing land: 

Subjectively speaking, after picking 
through the dross, the highlights of the 
album are “Any Colour You Like” and 
an absolute fucking blistering version of 
“Astronomy Domine” (until now only 
available as the B-side of the CD single 
“Take It Back” — although the original 
version appeared on their Piper at the 
Gates of Dawn debut). In a sentence: if 
you already own The Delicate Sound Of 
Thunder and Eclipsed, save your money 
(It’s a hit!). If you're still insistent on 
throwing away your hard-earned bucks, 
when the P.U.LS.E.-ing light on the side 
of the package (more hype) gives out, 
do the environment a favor and replace 
the Sony batteries with rechargeable 
ones.

Astute listeners will notice stylings 
reminiscent of new music from collec- 
tives like Jam Nation, and some not-so- 
oblique references to the social decay 
of American society, especially on the 
tune “No Banks in the Ghetto," a so- 
bering tune indeed. 

On “Seen a Lot of Faces” an up-front 
rap uses some pointedly terse jazz 
interspersions accentuated by Latin 
horns and percussion to deliver the 
goods, while soul lovers will appreciate 
the vocal arrangements on “Love is All 
We Need.” The latter is a bit more 
mainstream, but does contain some nice 
flourishes, both musically and vocally 
All in all, then, a pretty solid debut, 
contemporary without being cute, and a 
good indication of some of the musical 
trends being carefully reworked by some 
of the more adventurous modern-day 
Japanese musical forces.
